THE ORDER OF THE CROSIER FATHERS. 


MONG the ancient Religious Orders founded in the ages of Christian faith and 
heroic deeds, is the Order of the Canons of The Holy Cross or the Crosier 
Fathers. Founded in 1211 by a Canon of St. Lambert’s Church, at Liege, 
Belgium, named Theodore de Cellis, it was approved by the Apostolic See in 
1248. Together with St. Dominic, his intimate friend, Theodore preached 
among the Albigenses, and the new Order erected new houses in Belgium, 
France, Holland, Germany and —y ne 
Hardly any Religious Order, however, was more severely persecuted by 
the enemies of Religion; and partly by the Reformation, partly bythe French 
Revolution, the Crosier Fathers saw almost all their monasteries devastated and the 
inmates dispersed. Only two houses were left them in Holland, and these also seemed 
doomed to extinction by the edict of King William I, in the nineteenth century, forbid- 
ding them to admit novices. This edict, however, being recalled by his successor, Wi!- 
liam II, the vital spirits of the almost withered sprout were revived when several nov- 
ices asked admittance and new monasteries were erected both in Holland and Belgium. 
At present, the order has three houses in Holland, three in Belgium, and one in Rome,

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IMAGINE THE BRINGING OF ‘CHRIST TO 
CATHOLICS! 

People who criticize Catholics for not offering a heart- 
ier welcome to Protestant missionaries into Catholic lands, 
would, if they thought more deeply, be filled with wonder 
that Catholics are so tolerant about it. Note this paragraph 
culled from the press report of a sermon recently delivered 
by the Methodist Episcopal Bishop resident in Mexico, W. 
P. Thirkfield by name: 

“The door of Mexico is open to the missionaries of the 
United States that they may change the spiritual and moral 
conditions of Merico, change the old church of Mexico and 
bring in the Christ. Let us then not pass by on the other 
side of the road, but give freely our bit for the aid of our 


If the Catholic Church were given half a chance in Mex- 
ico, She would soon alter the “spiritual and moral condi- 
tions” of the people, which, however, are far sirperior to the 
spiritual and moral conditions in many parts of our own 
country. What an insult it is to Catholics to have soméone 
speak of “bringing in Christ” to the people of Mexico, or of 
South America. These people may be poor in this world’s 
goods, and “poor in spirit” in the gospel sense; they may be 
illiterate from the herd viewpoint, but most of them know 
more about Christ and the eternal truths than the 
of Protestants in the United States. The illiterate peon can 
tell you that there is one God, who exists in three Divine 
Persons; he could tell you the story of the birth, life and 
death df Christ; he knows that Christ is the Redeemer, and 
that through His merits alone people can be saved. This 
is a more detailed profession of faith than is exacted of peo- 
ple who affiliate with most of the Protestant organizations 
in this country. The peons of Mexico can honor Christ’s 
Mother, and the patron saint of their respective parishes and 
towns, without minimizing in any degree the all-sufficiency 
of Christ. Worship and honor are not synonymous by any 
means. 
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THE ADVENT SEASON. 

The holy season of Advent which begins this year on 
the first Sunday of December is rich in its Liturgy. It is 
a Liturgy of prayer. Prayer is light and nourishment and 
life because it brings us into touch with Him Who is our 
light, our Nourishment and our Life. The Liturgical 
Prayers of the Church are the most efficacious prayers, the 
most pleasing to the ear and heart of God. It is a great 
privilege of a Catholic to unite his petitions with those of 
the Church. Our Divine Lord taught us to say “Our Father.” 
because we pray to Him a< the common Father of us all. 
For over a thousand years the Church prayed in her temples 
seven times during the day and seven times during the night. 
She did not pray alone. The people kept her company and 
delighted in the mysteries of the Divine Liturgy. It is a pity 
that Christians have forgotten the holy vigils and the mysti- 
eal hours. Divine service had been curtailed even before 
the rationalism of the sixteenth century. Seldom do we now 
see the magnificent solemn Ritual of the Church carried out 
in all its splendor. The people will not attend because they 
cannot appreciate. They must have a short, low Mass on 
Sunday. It must be celebrated at a late hour and above all 
things there must be a very short sermon.
